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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Grantham: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  third  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  the  Grantham  schools. 

Since  the  last  report  no  changes  have  been  made 
in  the  teaching  personnel.  The  two  teachers  who  were 
engaged  for  the  Grantham  village  school  at  mid-sea- 
son last  year  are  still  doing  a  high  grade  of  work. 
Miss  Thompson  is  on  her  second  year  at  North  Gran- 
tham and  that  school  is  in  a  healthy  condition. 

There  are  a  few  more  pupils  in  the  North  Gran- 
tham school  than  there  were  enrolled  there  last  year. 
The  average  membership  of  the  school  for  1926-27 
being  at  North  Grantham  about  eight  pupils.  This 
year  the  average  membership  will  be  nearer  twelve. 

In  the  Grantham  village  upper  grades  the  average 
membership  was  approximately  fifteen  pupils  and  in 
the  primary  room  fourteen.  This  year  the  member- 
ship will  be  in  the  village  school  about  the  same  as 
last  year. 

The  figures  as  to  average  membership  are  cited 
above  in  order  to  explain  what  may  follow.  The  stale 
aid  allotted  Grantham  this  year  was  about  $1600. 
This  allottment  was  made  on  the  basis  of  expenditures 
for  1925-26  but  the  small  enrollment  in  the  three 
schools  makes  it  questionable  whether  we  can  have  the 
same  allotment  on  the  basis  of  1926-27  expenditures, 
to  use  for  1928-29.  At  the  present  time  I  am  negoti- 
ating with  the  State  Department  to  see  whether  we 
cannot  obtain  state  aid  for  three  teachers  instead  of 
two  as  the  State  Department  proposes. 
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Whether  or  not  the  State  Department  will  approve 
two  teachers  for  the  present  enrollment  at  the  Gran- 
tham village,  I  think  we  should  retain  two  teachers 
next  year  inasmuch  as  the  number  of  pupils  is  always 
more  or  less  uncertain  and  when  it  reaches  the  num- 
ber of  thirty  with  all  grades,  some  children  are  bound 
to  suffer  even  with  the  best  teachers  to  be  had  for 
such  a  position.  It  is  true  also  that  the  more  experi- 
enced and  better  teachers  will  not  take  a  one-room 
school  of  thirty  pupils  for  the  simple  reason  that  they 
know  that  they  cannot  do  justice  to  the  work  and 
better  positions  are  available.  To  return  to  one  teach- 
er for  Grantham  village,  would  even  in  spite  cf  our- 
selves and  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  you  might  pay  a 
good  salary,  reduce  the  efficiency  of  the  schools  to  a 
point  that  would  be  very  unsatisfactory.  The  other 
alternative  would  be  to  resort  to  the  transportation  cf 
the  pupils  from  North  Grantham  to  the  Grantham 
school  leaving  two  teachers  in  Grantham  village  but 
adding  also  a  charge  for  transportation  to  say  nothing 
of'  the  hardships  on  the  children  and  the  disturbance 
that  always  comes  from  transportation  routes.  We 
are  putting  in  the  budget  for  this  year  as  state  aid 
available  for  1928-29  the  tenative  figures  of  $1041.33. 

The  financial  account  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1927  is  on  another  page  in  this  report.  The  extra 
items  for  administration  are  due  to  the  change  in 
teachers  which  required  telephoning  and  transportation 
from  the  railroad  to  Grantham  inasmuch  as  these 
teachers  had  arrived  at  an  hour  when  the  stage  was 
not  available  in  order  to  be  on  time  for  the  schools. 
Subsequent  transportation  was  borne  by  the  teacher 
herself. 

At  the    close   of   the   school    last  year    graduation 


exercises  were  held  at  the  Community  Building  as  was 
the  case  in  the  previous  year.  This  seems  to  bring 
the  schools  closer  to  the  parents  and  patrons  and 
makes  for  a  fitting  close  for  the  year's  work.  It  is 
planned  to  have  the  graduation  exercises  for  the  North 
Grantham  pupils  in  the  Community  Building  if  possi- 
ble and  the  Grantham  village  school  will  assist  in  the 
program. 

During  the  summer  the  interior  of  the  three  rooms 
were  renovated,  the  ceilings  and  plastered  walls  having 
been  gone  over  with  alabastine  and  kalsomine.  If  the 
School  District  were  to  make  any  expansion  at  all,  I 
would  recommend  some  effort  for  a  playground  at 
North  Grantham  so  the  children  would  be  protected 
from  the  dashing  automobiles  that  pass  close  to  the 
school  on  the  State  highway. 

In  conclusion  allow  me  to  express  my  appreciation 
to  the  citizens  of  Grantham,  you  members  of  the  com- 
mittee, teachers  and  pupils  for  your  cooperation  and 
assistances.
